Burial of an Outcast. 
Touching Examples of Fallon Women’s 
Liborality—Affecting Scene at the 

Burial, 


(From the Cleveland (Ohio) Herald.) 

Not long since in a certain house on Cross 
ftroot,a young and beautiful girl lay dying. 
For days sho had tossed in feverish dilirium 
upon her sick bed, without # friendly hand 
to soothe hor throbbing head, or wet her 
parchod lips with a drop of water. A few 
weeks Lefore sho had moved into the honse 
in entire stranger. Several persons ‘were 
feon ‘md «heard to enter her room 
whenishe first became an inmato of the 
houeétho people saw thom but know them 
not, nnd cared go little that thoy mads no 
ondenyox to become acquainted.” Aftor a 
while the visits coased and tho girl was 
seldom seen, Occasionally she would go 
with a basket and return ashorttime after- 
ward with a few vegetables. The balance 
of the rosidente of the building seldom or 
never thought of tho strange girl that al- 
ways appoared go sad and friendless, 

One morning as a woman was passing 
the door of the girl's room she thought she 
heard a groan,but paid little attention to if. 
as she was used to such things. Later in 
the day, as she wus going through the hall 
she heard/a faint moan, and, stopping at 
the door, looked in, ‘There lay the girl 
burning and raying with fever, All that 
poor and laboring poople could do was done 
for tho sufferer, but it was’ without’ avail, 
fora fow days afterwards the “king of 
teror laid his rude hands upon her lovely 
form, and blasted her beauty with his icy 
breath.” No friend was near, nor did she 
leave behind hor any trace that she ever 
had anyone tliat was near or doar to her. 
The people in the building were too poor 
to pay for her burial, and s0 one of them 
told a policeman of the case,and he inform- 
ed the authorities. ¢

coffin proceeded to the house to prepare the 
dead for her last resting place.

pened that he was a kind-hearted man, 
and when he ‘saw tho sad ‘but 
beautiful face of the dead ’ girl he 
could not place herin a pauper's grave 
until he had satisfied himself that sho 
had really no friends. So he began to 
search, and before long ascertained the 
dead girl’s history, and, besides, found 
women tliat had known her before she 
became a rosident of the place wherein 
she died, Ue learned that she was one 
of the many women that had fallen, 
She was the promised wife of a man 
whom she loved. better than her own life, 
and in amoment of weakness was crushed 
by the ‘one whom sho worshipped. ‘Tite 
passed on, and the girl entered on a lite of 
sin and wretchedness, Little by little she 
sank lower and lower, until finally, becom- 
ing almost driven to frenzy, she forsook 
her companions and took up her abode in 
the room where she died. 

Upon learning the fate of their old 
friend, the women, hardened ‘by sin and 
néglect, proceeded to. the bedside of the 
deceased, and did all they conld toward 
preparing her for the tomb, ‘The pine 
coflin was ordered to be sent back, and a 
handsome casket took its place! Beautiful 
flowers of pure white were wreathed in the 
tresses of tho dead, while a hand- 
some wreath was placed upon the cas- 
ket. These woman shunned by the 
world, despised and denounced, freely spent 
their money in yiving one of their own 
class a good burial. ‘The day of the fun- 
eral came. ‘The hall and room of the dead 
girl were crowded with genuine mourners, 
The undertaker and hackmen arrived, and 
were the only men present. The hour ap- 
proached for the funeral procession to take 
up its solemn mareh toward the city of the 
dead, when the undertaker noticed the fact 
that there was nota person present to con- 
duct the burial service, Going up to one 
of the women present he inquired whether 
the girl was to be buried without the aid 
of ‘a minister oreven a prayer. ‘Tho wo- 
men said that they had thought of that, 
but they knew no one close at hand who 
would attend such a funeral and offer up a 
prayer fora woman of that character. The 
neighborhood was searched for a minister, 
but none could be found, and the burial 
was to take place without eyen a prayer 
being offered for the soul of the poor dead 
girl.|’ The women were appealed to by 
the undertaker to say a fow words, but 
none of them had prayed since they 
word children and considered it a mockery 
and asin for such as they. to attempt it. 
Finally an old colored woman was called 
in, who said she would offer up a prayer 
tothe ‘Throne in Heaven for the dead. She 
knelt down, and the courtezans followed. 
The paged colored woman began, and sol- 
emnly proceeded to avk God to deal gently 
and to judge mercifully. As she prayed 
for the souls ef the living, and {asked God 
to forgive the company for the lives they 
had lived,aud to make them bettex women, 
not a diy oye was seen among all in the 
assemblage, some of whom}bad not wept 
boforo: since they knelt at their ‘mother's 
knee. 

After the prayer a colomn line was form- 
od, and the Body was takon to its last rest- 
ing place. “There the colored woman off- 
ored another prayor, and as the clods fell 
into the open grave, giving a dull sound as 
they struck the rough box, the scene that 
ensued was indeed touching. ‘The eyonts 
of that day will undoubtedly exert a good 
influenco among even those outcasts.

IMMENSE IMPORTANCE OF THE

finery at Tonawanda. The business was 
carried on in an unpretentious building on

But these were greatly run down, and 
were filled with furnaces, trip-hammors, 
and other acaoutrenents which were of no 
use to him.

The @lobs says: 

The latest hum from Bollevill:—Iu 1878, 
free trade, 479, 022 bushels ot barley, val- 
ted at $485, 693, or $1.01 per bushel, pass- 
ed through that citr. In 1879, under pro- 
teotion, 416,927 bushels, valued at $283,168 
or 680. per bushel passed through. Sing- 
ular enough, but the /ntelligencer doos not 
attempt to make capital for the N. P. out 
of it.

‘This matter has been discussed so often, 
since the advent of the N. P. it is getting 
thread-bare, The local Tory organ regularly 
reportssthe Customs and other returns for 
this and other ports without deigning to 
notice the verdict they convey, and all tho 
time keeps harping on the results of the 
National Policy. Thoonlyitem that shows 
an increase of revenue is that referring to 
the duty collected on imports, and the con- 
trast in this respect is so marked, to claim 
credit for the N. P. mast be the work of 
desperation. Here is an examp!e: 

A telegram from Montreal yesterday 
said:—“There has been an increaso of 
$416,776 in the Customs’ receipts at this 
port since July 1st, and a decrease of $1,-

ENGLISH IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


The English Board of Trade returns show 
that for the month of October there was 
an increase in the imports of £2,784,000, 
or 9} per cont. The greater portion of this 
growth, however, is in articles of food, the 
valoo of which is fully,£1,855,000 more 
than in October, 1878, The riso is most 
marked in wheat, in Which there is an in- 
creaso of £1,866,000. Ten has risen above 
£200,000, potatoes, £300,000, and butter, 
£288,000; but those iacroases aro partly 
counteracted by # reduction in the imports 
of live animals, sugar, tobacco, and wine, 
Turning to the raw materials for manufac- 
ture, there is founda groat augmentation 
in the imports of raw cotton, which have 
risen nearly 65 per cent. in quantity and 
72 per cent. in yalao. The increase this 
month, however, does no moro than com- 
pensate for provious falling off, and the 
imports for the ten months are just about 
the same as those for 1878. If the yalue 
of the exports are taken, it is found tliat 
last month the shipments to America were 
nearly double those sont last yoar, the 
amounts being about £800,000 in 1878 and 
£1,550,000 in October this yoar. Other 
customers have not only been buying moro 
moro largely, but a comparison of tho 
respoctive increase in quantities and yaluos 
shows that England is still managing to 
roduco tho prices of its food, and thus 
taking tho most offectual moaris ot extond- | 
ing the market for thom.

THE SPRING FLOWERING BULBS. 


Whoever wishes to have beds of flowers 
blooming in spring, especially of the 
spring flowering bulbs, must plant the 
bulbs before the ground freezes up in au, 
tumn, Octobor is tho dosirablo month for 
planting beds of bulbs, dividing and trans- 
planting roots of prennial plants, and pre- 
paring tho flower-gardon in a general way 
for spring flowers, but if timo is laeking to 
finish everything this month, work may bo 
generally continod a week or two in Noy- 
ember. All such beds should receive a 
covering of coarse manure or leaves, before 
hard winter freezing,

GOLD MINING IN QUEBEC. 


There is considerable excitement in Quo. 
bee over recent developments in the Chan- 
diere gold mises, throngh American enter. 
prise. The Chandiere mining {region is of 
somparotively limited ares, so far as is 
known, and lies on the cast and west 
banks of the river of that name, about 60 
miles soith of the sity of Quebec. It isa 
wild, unattractive region, sparsely pcpula- 
ted auil yielding comparatively few pro- 
ducts, excepting » small amount of timber 
Sod a sinallor quantity of farm stock. 
Handsome nuzyets of gold have freqnent- 
ly been brouglit into the city and seld by 
lumbermen and the habitants. A consid. 
orable area of the regiom lying both above 
and below tho senfluence of the River da 
Loup has for some time been owned by 
Mr. H. Golding, resident of Montreal 
The total tract under his control is abont 
40,000 acres. Lately some American cap- 
italists became intereste! in the gold min- 
ning ofthat section, and have begun a 
Series of investigations, assisted by mineral 
experts. The result has convinced them 
that gold exists in paying quantities. Tho 
washing of niue pans of what they oall 
“pay dirt” prodiced $4.25 worth of gold.’ 
The quartz sysvimens are also richly stad- 
ded and seamed with the ore-troasure, and 
it is in respect to these that the prospectors 
are particularly sangnine. In consequence 
of these discoveries, the Americans have 
purchased the feo simple of about 600 acros 
of land, and purpose forming a stock com- 

pany to work the mines,

The opivion so freely indulged in by a 
large portion of amusement seekers, that 
the contest was a'‘put up job,'and the men 
wore moroly giving these exhibitions for the 
purpese of making the admission money 
out of them, must huve been dissipated on 
witnessing this, the most exciting covtest 
of avy kind ever seon iu Belleville. That 
the mom were in dead earnest and each 
striving to beat the other, whether for the 
champion bolt or vot, was self evident, 
from the moment they first took hold of 
each other. That the contest, however, 
was for the champion belt and gold medal,

BRET-ROOT SUGAR. 


Tho farmers of Sidney, or those in the 
vieinity of Marsh Hill, are interested in the 
manufacture of beet-root sar, and have 
held meetings to mutually discuss the ques- 
tions involved. We commend their moder- 
ation, and resolve to ascertain the pros and 
cons before investing in an uncertain onter.

fend that the successful cultivation of the 
sugar beet in Canada is very doubtful.

Intruding in- 
to thin, bare and dismal rooras, it seoms to 
laugh in fitful mockery at the feeble eflorts 
of the flickering blaze, to warm the half- 
naked forms hovering over and around. 
The appetites of tlie independent, sharpen- 
ed by the oxhilerating temperature, have 
only to express the desire and they are 
gratified ; but the appotites of the poor, 
increased by the same natural cause, can 
resort to no well-stocked larder for assuage- 
ment. May the hungry wail of povorty, 
ascending from many an imporerishod 
home, interpenotrate the abodes of Inxury, 
touch the sympathetic chords of charity 
there and find a hearty response. 

This may seem like moralizing, and I 
will ondesyor to give the subject x practics] 
bearing. Tam informed, and do not ques- 
tion the authority of my information, that 
those who daily work for the corporation 
are somotimes kept out of their wages for 
sx or sevenweeks after they have earned the 
misorablo pittance allotted them, and that 
it reqnires continued applications and im- 
portunity to get their pay even thon. This 
being tho case, it is high time that some 
monsures wore taken by tho Council to 
remody tho matter, as thero is no reason 
why this class of laborers should not receive 
| pay woekly, 


Especially is this the caso at 
| this season of the year, when the pope ro- 
quire alt the money they can possibly raise. 
Daring the interval between payments those 
public laborers have to depend upon the in- 
dulgence of shop-keepers tor the necossarios 
| of life—and fow care to trust their goods 
out upon such uncertain torms. Let tho 
Proper stops be taken by all means to reotily 
| the disabilities, more particularly as it can 
be done without incommoding anybody,

In connection with the above it may be 
of interest to our readers to know the ex- 
tent of tho business carried on in the new 
fuctory of Mr. Tickell. 

‘The building, which stands at the corner 
of Great St. James and Pinnacle Streets, is 
a three story brick, and was built by Mr, 
Alex. Brown for Mr. ‘Tickell, ‘The running 
power is furnished by a wire cable extend- 
ing across the stroet from G. & J, Brown's 
foundry, and is attached to.a large pulley, 
en the outside of the factory in the upper 
story,so that the shafting is all in the upper 
story instead of at the bottom. The build- 
ing is heated throughout by ateam, furnish- 
ed from a steam boiler in the basement, 
Besidos heating the building, the steam is 
utilized for the purpose of melting the glue, 
boilers being er: cto ov each of the upper 
flats. Under tho boiler in the cellur is_a 
never-failing spring, from whioh the water 
supply is obtained. Over the place whore 
the boiler is, which, by the way,{is a small 
building back of the main one, is a drying 
kiln, the heat from the boiler being suffi- 
cient for this purposo, The sawdust and 
waste imatorial from each story is conduot- 
ed tothe cellar by a slide which empties 


itself noar the boiler, where itfis afterwards 
consnmed, 

The ground flat is occupied with the 
heavy maohinory, such as shaper,band saw, 
circular saws, planer, turning lathos, and a 
awing saw. Horo also ia the offico and 
store-room, whore alljtho necossary stores 
aro kept. 

Tho second story is used by ‘the cabinet 
makors, and is fitted up with sand-papering 
machine, boring machinow, jig saw, Circtilar 
saws and pony planer. Hero’n largo num- 
ber of men aro omployed on various kinds 
of work, woiol' for oxcollence of miko and 
superior finish aro becoming well known 
throughout the Province, 

The third story is used for making fancy 
andscommon chairs,jwhere the nocessary 
| machinery has been put in.
